The full beauty of the new Art Mu- 
seurn on Huntington avenue and the 
Fenway is revealed now that the staging 
has been removed from the facade and 
something of an idea is gained of the 
ultimate magnificence of the building 
when the complete plans are carried out.

It found that no 
existing museum buildings could be tak- 
en as a guide, so the trustees worked 
out the plans according to the particu. 
lar needs and purposes of the Boston 
museum after an exhaustive study cov 
ering a period of five years.

Past Year Third Season That 
Leland Stanford and Other 
Large Colleges in Califor- 
nia Have Played It. 


PALO ALTO, Cal—Now that the sea- 
son for Rugby football as played in both 
colleges and preparatory schools on the 


| Pacific coast has drawn te a close, specu- 
| lation is rife among football enthusiasts 
| here as to the probable outcome of this 
departure from the American intercol- 
_legiate game. 

When the committees appointed by 
Leland Stanford University and the Uni- 
versity of California met in the fall of 
| 1905 and decided that the old game of 
football must go, they replaced it with 
the Rugby game. Close followers of the 
| sport in the East as well as the West 
declared that no good couM come by 
adopting the English game in an Ameri- 
can university, but as the decision was 
final, both Stanford and the University 
of California took .up the new game de- 
termined to see what could be done 
with it as a substitute for the old one. 

Stanford selected James F. Lanagan 
us graduate coach and sent him to New 
Zealand and England to learn the fine 
‘points of the game. For coach of the 
University of California candidates O. 
N. Taylor, a New Zealander, was named, 
Mr Taylor had played the game in that 
country as well as England. As a re- 
‘sult of good* coaching and plenty of 
material in both universities, the first 
Rugby season proved a decided success. 


It was apparent that some of the finer 


points of the game had not been learned, 
passing, dribbling and kicking into touch 
being very crude i nmany instances, 
owing to the difficulty of teaching new 
tactics to men who had been used to 
_line plunging, following interference and 
carrying the ball, all forbidden in Rugby. 


Has Been Played Three Years. 


Lhis has been the third season that 
the game has been played here and the 
change since it was started has been 
remarkable. After three months of 
training and hard contests against sev- 
erul English and American teams, in- 
eluding the University of Nevada and 
the Barbarians of San Francisco, the 
style of Rugby exhibited at the final 
game on California Field, Berkeley, was 
as good as has been seen on any foot- 
ball field. It showed that a steady ad- 
vance had been made in every depart- 
ment of the game. 

It is almost impossible to compare 
Kuyby with the American game as re- 
vised under the rules of 1906. Rugby

For the first time, this year the value 
of all farm crops equals $5,000,000,000, 
and of this total the corn crop is about 
one-third; wheat, hay and cotton make 
another third; and the smaller crops 
the remainder, nearly one-third. The 
highest crop values in comparison with 
former years are held by corn, wheat, 
rice, all cereals, potatoes, sugar beets, 
possibly tobacco, by beet sugar and by 
beet and cane sugar combined. Next 
to the highest value was reached by 
hay, barley, oats, sugar <ane, and cane 
sugar, and perhaps by cotton. 

The products of the dairy cow come 
close to $800,000.000. and the value of 
eggs and poultry is as great as that 
of the cotton, hay or wheat crop. 


Agricultural Exports. 

Exports of agricultural products in 
the fiscal year, 1908, were valued at 
$1,017,000,000, an amount greater than 
for any year except 1907, the falling off 
of $37,000,000 from that year being 
chiefly due to decrease in value of cot- 
ton exports.

LAW NOT TO BLAME 


In an interview with a representative 


of The Christian Science Monitor, Sam 
del Davis, instructor in life insurance 
and member of the committee of insur 
ance courses at the kKivening Institute of 
the Boston Y. M. CC. A.. threw a valuable 
light on the situation in New York dis- 
eussed in Friday's Christiag Science 
Monitor in an article on insurance laws. 

Mr. Davis explains that if the divi- 
dends paid by the life insurance com- 
panies are smaller today than 10 years 
Agro, this is due to economie Causes quite 
independent ot the Arfnstrong lepisla- 
tion. Expense is only one of a number 
of importent factors which lave to do 
with dividends, and whether it is rela 
tively more or Jess important than the 
factors of interest and mortality savings 
depends altogether upon the circum 
stances surroundmng 2 given instance. 

Cumulative Loss Is Great. 

Oy especial interest is a statement con- 
fained in the “Brown Book of Insurance 
Economics” for 1908, to which Mr. Davis 
calls attention, and aceording to which 
the restrictions upon the business im- 
posed by the Armstrong laws have re- 
sulted in a eumuilative Joss of $1.073,664,- 
O00 of insurance written since 1904, ac- 
companied by a cumulative decrease in 
expenses of $45,120423. That is to say, 
$43,000,000 have been saved by decreas- 
ing the insurance protection against the 
economic loss of valuable lives to the ex 
tent of $1,073.000.000. The author's 
opinion is that no amount of savings of 
a purely negative kind, that is to say, 
savings resulting simply from non-trans- 
action of business, can ever compensate 
for loss of business, on such a scale of 
the Jast three vears, whieh, if cantinn- 
ance were possible, would mean eventual 
extinction for the companies concerned. 

Hughes Approves Modifications. 

Mr. Davis in the course of his inter- 
esting comments elicited by e Moni 
tors article” pomted out that the 
attempt to secure a modification of 
Senator Armstrong s reform legislation 
of 1906, was by a bill introdueed 
vear into the New York Assemblv 
Governor Hughes’ tacit approval. At 
conferences of imsurance officials 
Governor Hughes on this matter, Presi- 
dent Kingsley of the New York Life was 
not present, and later he liad a bill intre 
duced which embodied his own views 

Mr. Davis concluded by reminding the 
reporter that the insurance business 
today eontratied by 1) state governme rifts 
whbse insurance commissioners exercise a 
close supervision over the methods em- 
ployed and the business transacted by 
the companies.

man velleities, is on the tace of it a 
purely individual coneept of the com 
mittee. 

Conspicuous at Ceremony. 


Ile and his companions were the most) 


conspicuous figures at the recent cere- 
mony of the Selamlik, with the possible 
exception ot Montenegro’s special envoy, 
(jeneral Voukotich, whose discourteous 
treatment by the Austrian authorities 
added considerably to his prominence. In 
past years this ceremony had invariably 
been made the occasion ot a German out 
door demonstration in honor of the Sul- 
tan because under the old regime thie 
Selamlik was the one ceremony for 
which the’ Sultan ventured on a drive 
Irom palace to mosque. The German 
residents and tourists could = secure 
tickets at the German embassy with the 
understanding that they wear silk hats 
and frockeoats in orde to specaally 
honor the Sultan and thereby emphasize 
the Turko-German entente cordiale.

Pretoria. Dr. Leydes, as most people will remember, was the envoy 
sent by the South African republics to endeavor to obtain the help of 
the Kuropean powers against England in 1899, and his dispatches 
make it reasonably clear that nothing but the immense preponderance 
of the English fleet ‘at that date saved Europe from a war the magni- 
tude of which it would be difficult to overrate. 
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Lord Roberts is a soldier who has seen far too much fighting to 
care to see any more. He was through the Mutiny, in which he 
gained the Victoria Cross; the Abyssinian war, the Afghan war and 
the Boer war. In the words of Mr. Kipling, “If you stood him-on 
his head he would leak a pint of lead,”’ and he probably does not want 
toimbibe any more. But he feels, as the Romans used to say, that if 
vou wish to avoid war the way is to be prepared for war, and though 
he may be unduly anxious or immoderately pessimistic, he is putting 
forward, with all the power that is in him, the policy he believes to 
be most conducive to the maintenance of peace. 

In the little article on war, contributed by Mrs. Eddy to the 
“Christian Science Sentinel” of April 11, 1908, she writes, “‘ National 
disagreements can be, and should be, arbitrated wisely, fairly; and 
tully settled. It is unquestionable, however, that at this hour the 
armament Of navies is necessary for the purpose of preventing war 
and preserving peace among nations.”’ 

Those words probably reflect with admirable clearness the views 
of the men who wish to see England prosperous by seeing her at 
peace.
